Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for In-, 


dustry and Commerce, called representa- 
tives of the Irish Trade Union Congress, 
the Dublin Trades Union Council, and the 
unions involved in the Corporation strike 
by telegram to Dublin Castle, where he 
talked with them for an hour on Satur- 
day. No statement was issued, but the 
Minister is believed to have inquired if 
the support of the Dublin Trades Union 
Council to the strikers could be inter- 
preted as likely to lead to further 
extensions of the stoppage—or even a 
general strike. The union leaders are re- 
ported to have replied‘ that members of 
their unions would be instructed not to 
pass pickets, and that any attempt to use 
““black-leg,” or unpaid, labour must be 
resisted by the whole trade union move- 
ment. 

The Minister, it is understood, in- 
timated that further extensions of the 
dispute—or any threat of a general strike 
—would call for strong action on the part 
of the Government. | 

This meeting and the points discussed 
were the logical outcome of Mr. Mac- 
Entee’s reply to Mr. M. Brennan in the 
Dail on Friday, when he said that the 
Government would use “‘ all the means at 
its disposal’’ to see that the livestock 
trade was not interfered with. 


UNION’S PROTEST 


Yesterday’s meeting of the Irish Muni- 
cipal Employés Trade Union in the 
Mansion House—which members were 
bound to attend on pain of a fine—lasted 
over two and a-half hours. The discus- 
sions were private, and a report issued 
later said that the following was a resolu- 
tion by unanimous decision: 

“ That, the Union protests against the 
despotic manner in which our representa- 
tives have been treated to the extent of 
being denied the democratic and 
recognised procedure of even discussing at 
the conferences of February 23rd. and 
March 4th, the one and only, and in- 
adequate, offer made to us by the Dublin 
Corporation Sub-Committee.’’ 

The resolution also said that the Union 
was determined to press for treatment: in 
accordance with the rise in the cost of 
living.. 


LORD MAYOR’S APPEAL 


One loophole was provided, however, 
which will enable -sections of men to 
return to work; this was a decision that, 
if negotiations were re-opened on the cost 
of living basis, the union “would use its 
discretion in permitting certain sections 
to resume work while any negotiations 
were taking place, it being understood 
that they would be withdrawn again if a 
satisfactory settlement was not reached 
through such negotiations. 

This decision is said to be the result of 
a personal appeal by the Lord Mayor 
(Mrs. T, Clarke) in a letter addressed to’ 
Mr. Robert Tynan. | 

In the course of this letter she said:

GERMANY’S FUTURE 
AT STAKE 


CHANCELLOR HITLER, eschew- 
ing all reference to the events 
of the week-end, dwelt in a short 
speech, in Berlin yesterday, on. the 
need for sacrifice. 

He spoke in a subdued voice, and 
the speech was almost devoid of his 
usual oratorical tricks. He spoke at 
the Zfughaus—now a War Museum 
—at a ceremony commemorating 
those who had died for their country, 
and he stressed the unity of. the 
German people and their readiness’ to 
make ‘any Sacrifice. : 


“A GLORIOUS VICTORY ” 


He declared that he was ready to give 
his own life, if need be, for victory. 

“I live now for one task alone—to con- 
centrate day and night on victory, to fight 
for it, to work for it, and, if necessary, 
not to spare my own life, realising that 
this time Germany’s future will be shaped 
for many centuries.’’ 

Emphasising that “the German unity 
is founded on blood,” Terr Hitler con- 
cluded: ‘‘On this day, therefore, we 
solemnly swear that this war, which has 
been forced upon Greater Germany by the 
capitalist rulers of France and England, 
will be converted into the most glorious 
victory in German history.”’ 


NATION PREPARED TO DIE 


Behind armed forces stood a country 
which has been ‘cleansed. of: the: elements 
of disintegration, as well as of the forces 
of destruction. — bite PP 

_ “For the first time in our history the 
entire Germsn nation is making its 
appearance before the eyes of Almighty 
God, entreating him to bless .its struggle 
for existence. To-day. we celebrate the 
memory. of our heroes with the feeling of 
a new inner dignity, not with: bowed heads, 
but with proudly uplifted eyes. We greet 
them, conscious of our equality, because 
we are prepared for the same achievements 
and, if necessary, for the same sacrifices.

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Opera House in 
Ruins 

BOMB ON ROOF OF 
CINEMA 


From Our CorRESPONDENT, 
DERRY, Sunday. 


THE Derry Opera House was 
destroyed early this morning by 
a fire, the biggest that occurred in 
the city for thirty years.. So rapid 
Was its progress that within two 
hours the whole interior of the build- 
ing had disappeared, and only the 
bare outer walls, together with steel 
girders that had supported the bal- 
cony, remained. The damage is 
estimated at some £30,000. 

The fire started shortly before midnight 
on Saturday, and soon the flames had 
mounted feet above the building, lighting 
up‘a quarter-mile-wide area: of the River 
Foyle, the whole of the waterside district, 
and other quarters of the city. 

In recent years the Opera House had 
been used exclusively as a cinema. The 
interior was reconstructed: at considerable 
cost some eighteen months ago. In 
common with other picture houses in the 


| city, the Opera House had been warned 


against showing British propaganda films, 
and it was under police protection. 


FIRST INDICATION 


The audience had left the Opera House 
shortly before eleven o’clock on Saturday 
night, and about half an hour later the 
staff left, after locking up the building 
for the night. A police guard remained at 
the front of the cinema, Hardly twenty 
minutes had elapsed when -flames were 
seen in the rear of the building, where the 
screen stood, and an alarm was given. 
Both sections of the Derry Fire Brigade 
arrived, in charge of Superintendent P. 
Gaylor. lt was fourid that the fire ha 


spreading rapidly. 

At midnight the whole place was blaz- 
ing furiously. Hundreds‘ of people hurried 
froin various parts oí the city to Carlisle 
road, where the Opera House is situated. 
Large numbers of police and “ B” 
| Specials—the latter armed with rifles— 
kept the crowds at a safe distance. 

The Fire Brigade, assisted by A.R.P., 
auxiliary firemen, fought the flames for 
‘almost. three hours, but little could be 
done beyond confining the outbreak to the 
cinema premises. Explosions, apparently 
caused by bottles bursting in the bar of 
the Opera House, were heard at intervals, 
and there were loud crashes as portions of 
the interior collapsed. 

It was almost 3 a.m. before the Fire 
Brigade’s work was completed. : 


PROPERTY DESTROYED 


Among the property destroyed were the 
films that bid been shown during the 
week. After the fire it was seen that two 
glass cases on the front of the cinema con- 
taining advertisements announcing films 
booked for the coming week had remained 
intact. 

A gaunt, roofless building burned out to 
the walls was all that remained of an 
entertainment . house that during its 
seventy years’ existence had seen many 
noted stage personalities and theatrical 
companies draw crowded audiences. 


PROBABLE CAUSE 


The cause of the fire has not yet been 
ascertained. In consequence of the bombing 
of several cinemas. it was at first assumed 
that the fire was the work of incendiaries. 

The police to-day made an exhaustive 
examination of the débris, and, while they 
were unable to give any definite opinion, 
they have not ruled out the possibility of 
incendiarism. On" the other hand, how- 
ever, it is pointed out that it would have 
been almost impossible for a bomb of any 
type to have been laid in that part of the 

remises in which the fire broke out, as 
it could only be done from the auditorium. 
Superintendent Gaylor, Chief of the Fire 
Brigade, is of opinion that. the outbreak 
was accidental, and that it might have 
been due to a short circuit in the electric 
system.  ' | 


BOMB ON CINEMA ROOF 


Shortly after 1 a.m., when the Opera 
House fire was raging, the police on guard 
outside the Midland Cinema, in the 
Waterside district,, across the River 
Foyle, discovered a bomb on its roof. The 
fuse had been lighted, but apparently had 
been extinguished by the rain. It would 
appear that those . responsible 
attempt to bomb the cinema had reached 
the roof by climbing up a steep embank- 
ment‘ at back of the premises.: The 
police were attracted. Nas se. It. is 
understood that the bomb was of the high 
osive character, and would have done
